Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative explained on the novelty aspect of 
using the kernel code to mask a debugging user level application from critical sections of the application; and also 
provided clarification to inquiries from Examiner about the features disclosed as 'encapsulating', 'exception handlers' or 
'executing' with path hidden or via Fig. 4a/b. Based on the points being clarified, Examiner suggested changes to the 
paradigm of the claim so that it set forth a clear phase where some instrumentation code be inserted (in the 
application) in regard to the need to hide the critical sections from the main layer or non-kernel runtime so that in the 
second phase where the application is executed, such code would invoke the kernel/system via specialized exceptions 
in order to execute (via handlers) such critical sections, such system handling actually triggered by the above 
instrumented code. It was also suggested that the execution of the hidden critical code be recited to put forth how this 
hidden path of execution is perceived from the software main application, and questioned was how claiming a 
debugger has a import in reciting a critical part execution and a user-level execution, in light of above clarifications. 
Examiner has mentioned about weight that should be imparted in the implementation of the code responsible for 
creating (instrumentation) exception handlers so that when these handlers execute, the behavior of kernel execution 
flow should be reflected in ( the layer of) the runtime flow of the main software application not as an exception but as a 
upper layer code pause; and the representative indicated that most of the suggestions would be considered 
accordingly..
